HTCUIUBBI Progress Report, 15 January - lA February 1953 


1. aaifflMiijSBalltflat 

The aajcnr tople stressed during '^s period was the arrest of the nine 
dootors with the sidelights of Nasl<4}onBBuii8t slsdlarities, Soviet purges of the 
thirties, and inpending future purges sdiitdi threatened all Corngunlsts* The Iron 
Curtain features stressed t»vs Iteos revealing tlM "scapegoat" taetlos of the 
CoBBbauylst regiaes* Other topies stressed iaeluded President Eisenhower's 
inauguration and the hope it gave to satellite liberation, the weekly appeal to 
various grotq^s within Albania and t!« blogr^hioal denunciations of leading 
CouBBinist fiipires*

RTCStOBBT tranoiitted daily over this period and the airoraft was able to

3* Reception and Effect in Albania 

A three day reception test Bumltored in Srindisi on the 29tb and

(Coism), \d)o pointed out that according to propagation curves, HTCBUIBBY iriuyuld 
be audible in AlbasdU during the morning and afternoon broadcasts. However, they

Note I As this report was about to go outf Apple sent in a message tiiat they 
were able to hear RfC3l0B£Qr clearly at 1230 (MU of the 46 meter baad« It is not 
certain but presuBably RiCHUfBBI is not clearly audible at the other fire trans- 
missions including the aircraft broadcast* Apple also stated that they were 
unable at present to gLiie ue infoniaticm as to what effect BTQROfflCt has on the 
people, but that they would try to do eo later*
